"'I  loatJie  it:  I  would  not  live  si  way;  let  me  alone:  for  my  days  are 
vanity.'" 

Timothy  ?rye  will  be  91  years  old  the  26th  of  this  month.  He  has 
had  eleven  children;  five  are  now  living.     In  early  life  he  was  re- 
markably   patriotic  and  enlisted  in  the  ^evolutionary  War  at  the  age 
of  sixteen  to  supply  the  place  of  his  father,  whose  time  of  service 
had  then  expired. 

Mr.     Frye  is  a  tanner  and  currier  by  trade  and  for  a  great  many 
years  carried  on  an  extensive  business    in  that  line  in  the  V/est  Par- 
ish. 

In  his  day  he  was  remarkably  resolute,  being  oftentimes  drawn  as 
a  juror  and  has  almost  invariably  been  foreman. 

For  the  last  twelve  or  fifteen  years  he  has  been  blind    and  other- 
wise    superannuated  so  that  life  has  become  a  burden.   *  the  fine 
gold  has  become  dim; *he  f^els  no  satisfaction  in  life;  can  be  of  no 
service  to  others  and  is  impatient  to  be  gone. 

Mr.  Frye  has  lived  in  this  town  69  jrears .  ^e  was  a    native  of 
Dracut.  He  was  married  to  his  present  v/ife,  56  years  ago.     He  is  the 
oldest  male  resident  of  this  tov/n. 

i'ersis  Frye,  wife  of  Timothy,  will  be  84  on  Oct.  3,  this  year. 
She  is  a  native  of  Andover,  daughter  of  ^enjamin  ^rye,  who  was  a  neph- 
ew, and  inherited  the  estate  of  his  uncle,  Capt,  Nathaniel  Frye. (Now 
the  home  of  Rufus  V/.  Smith  and  Family,  at  end  of  Chestnut  street,  ac- 
ross Salem  turnpike,  in  North  Andover.  )  Her  father  was  taken  prison- 
er by  the  British, while  a  privateer,  and  carried  to  Halifax.  After  re- 
maining there  awhile  he  was  released  by  exchange  and  returned  home.

It  v/as  soon  found  that  he  had  contracted  smallpox  before  leaving  the 
prison  and  he  died  soon  after    returning  home. 

Mrs,  Frye    is  a  great  reader;  never  wears  glasses,  and  although 
much  stooped  and  trembling  is  quite  inclined  to  travel  about  and  has 
walked  to  church  two  or  three  times  during  the  surnmer,

Thomas  Gleason  took  the  oath  of  Fidelity    at  "'atertov/n,  before 
William  Bond,  June  1,   1652.  As  he  was  then  a  nan  o:'  41  or  45  years  c^" 
age,  married,  with  several  children,   it  is  extremely  probable  that  the 
oath  was  taken  very  soon  after  his  arrival  in  tl.is  country,  as  at  that 
time  the  authorities  were  very  prompt  in  calling  upon  rtrangers  to 
take  the  oath, because  of  troublesome     situations  that  might  arise, 
questioning  their  authority  over  persons  who  did  not  expressly  recog- 
nize it. 

The  name  was  spelled  LESON  hj  Bond,  and  this  spelling  without  the 
"G-",  seems  to  have  been  the  popular  mode  down  to  1*^00,  and  was  used 
frequently  dovm  as  far  as  the  ^^evolution,  although  in  Court  records  and 
formal  documents  the  "  G"    was  used. 

Prom  affadavits  in  the  County  redords  it  appears  that  Thor.'ias  was 

born  either  in  1607  or  1611,  Iiis  wife  was  Susanna  Page,  born  1616,  a 

sister  of  VJilliam  Page  of  Watertown,  Th.ey  had  eight  children  recorded  ay>d 

possibly  v/ere  the  parents  of  Susanna  Gleason,  b.  1639, 

The  family  continued  to  live  in  V»'atertown  until  1655  or  6,  when 

they  removed  to  Cambridge^   just  a  short  distance  over  the  line.

The  career  of  John  (l)  Grodfrey  of  Andover,  seems  to  have  been  a  stormy 
one.  He  was  recorded  here  in  1648,  and  was  said  to  be    a  former  resident 
of  Haverhill  and  Newbury.     According  to  Bailey's  "Sketches  of  Andover".  he 
was  a  hired  man,  carpenter,  herdsman  and  '^ack  of  all  trades,  ^^e  was  noted 
for  feats  of  strength,  sleight  of  hand  tricks  and  was  a  good  schemer.  In 
addition,  he  seems  to  have  been  a  person  unafraid  of  expressing  his 
convictions,  for  his  name  figured  more  prominently  in  early  i^ssex  Court 
cases  than  that  of  any  other  man  in  the  county. 

In  1649.  according  to  Vol.1; 109  Essex  Gt.  records —  Johh  Godfrey  of 
Andover  told  lies,  and  ^^athan  Parker  appeared  as  a  witness. 

In  1659  he  was  in  difficulties  with  persons  in  ^averhill,  who  owed  him 
money.  They  petitioned  the  Court  to  arrest  him  and  charged  him  with  witch- 
craft, declaring  that  he  connived  with  the  devil  and  that  Satan,  in  the  shape 
of  a  bear,  caused    then  to  suffer  personal  and  property  losses    and  made 
them  ill.       This  v/as  43  years    before  the  violent  Witchcraft  scare  rocked 
Essex  County. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dane  aided  Godfrey  and  declared  that  he  doubted  the  inter- 
vention of  Satan  in  John's  behalf,  and     Godfrey  was  freed  of  all  chaj?ges. 
He  hov/ever  v/as  not    through  with  his  accusers,  for  he  turned  about  and 
brought  suit  against  them  for  slander  and  defamation  of  character.  The 
wife  of  Job  Tyler  was  one  of  those  who  had    accused  him. 

On  July  3,  1670,  John  Godfrey  of  Andover,  a  planter,  fixed  his  X  (his 
mark)  to  a  deed  (ipswich  4:8   )  wherein  he  granted  to  Ben  Thomas,  school- 
master of  Boston,  all  estates, debts, bonds ,  money-real  and  personal  property- 
this  side  and  beyond  the  sea,  to  have  and  to  hold  as  soon  as  he  died.
